THE GROWTH OF STATE BANKS. 

The growth of state banks in number, strength and: confi- 
dence of the people of the state is a source of great pride and 
congratulation. The increase in state financial institutions 
tends to the development of the varied resources of the state. 
The establishment of a bank in a community brings together 
its best elements, combines its capital and enables the com- 
munity to promote and build up its resources. State Banks 
are better adapted to the requirements of the people because 
the state law is better fitted to their needs, while the super- 
visory control and examination is as thorough as that of 
national banks. 
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EXAMINATION. 

Every state bank which was doing business for two months 
or more during the fiscal year was examined and every item 
of resources and liabilities was reconciled with a view to its 
conformity to value, form, signature, endorsement and rec- 
ord. Special attention was given to doubtful and over due 
paper, cash items, excessive loans, and overdrafts in small 
banks and we have succeeded to a great extent in materially 
lessening the same. 

The management of the various banks and financial insti- 
tutions have given me hearty co-operation in the performance 
of every official duty. : 

PRIVATE BANKS. 

In addition to the 29 national banks and 36 state banks 
there are about 34 private banks doing business in this state. 
The national and state banks are under supervision and con- 
trol and their business is published five times a year at un- 
certain dates fixed by the Comptroller of the Currency and 
the State Bank Examiner. Publicity is the life of modern 
business, more especially the banking business, and: tends to 
beget confidence on account of the knowledge of character, 
method, and financial condition shown by the published re- 
ports. Private banks should also be placed under the super- 
vision and subject to the same restrictions as state banks. — 
They should have a capital, to be the same as that of state 
banks, and same should be exempt from attachment or execu- 
tion of any outside creditor of the owner, and its assets and 
liabilities should be exclusively for the benefit of its creditors, 
the same as national and state banks. State supervision 
and report without this would not cure the evil of private 
banking because the Examiner has no access to, or knowledge 
of, the private business of the banker. A private bank may 
be in the best of condition and the bankers private affairs 
may be financially bad, in which case the bank being subject — 

to the general debts of the banker, depositors must share 
equally with outside creditors. The failures of private banks 
«are four to one of that of incorporated banks under supervi- 
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sion and the losses are many times more. Banks attract 
the savings of those who save and loan them out to those that 
produce, therefore their growth and number are most bene- 
ficial to the state. Every money saver should have confi- 
dence to entrust his savings to those who will use it conserva- 
tively and this confidence can best be had by compelling bank- 
ers whether corporate or private, to observe safe methods and 
to submit to inspection and regulation. I earnestly advise 
that you recommend to the next legislature that private 
banks be subject to the same laws and regulations as state 
banks both as to capital stock, control, and method. Many 
of our private banks hold high rank among the financial con- 
cerns of the state in conservative methods and ample capital, 
but in the last few years many private and savings banks have 
been established without adequate capital, or with no capital. 
Some of these have secured large deposits from people of 
small means. These institutions should be prohibited from 
doing business at all or be brought under the provisions of 
regulation and method provided by law for state banks. 


BUILDING AND LOAN ASSOCIATIONS. 

There are only three institutions of this character subject 
to examination by the State Examiner according to the 
present laws. Six or eight others throughout the State are 
not under the supervision of this office. These institutions 
are worthy of the fostering care of the state and are at pres- 
ent the only real institutions of savings in the State. Those 
under supervision and control of this office are conducted 
conservatively and are prosperous, giving a safe investment 
and good interest to people having money to loan, and help- 
ing many families to procure homes and pay for same in easy 
and economical payments. 

COUNTY OFFICIALS 

During the past year more offices were examined in. each 
county and more attention paid to the work of the Boards of 
County Commissioners. | The business of every office has in- 
creased and the work of the Examiner has correspondingly 
‘nereased. Our work covered every item of income and ex- 
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penditure and resulted in uniform and improved methods, 
and in great saving to the counties. 
DELINQUENT TAXES AND LICENSES. 

There has been an increase in the collection of delinquent 
taxes and licenses and in the collection of personal property 
taxes. This office has paid special attention to all these 
matters and also to the collection of inheritance taxes and 
the proper distribution of escheated estates. This resulted 
in the prompt settlement of these matters and the collection 
of delinquent taxes and licenses is better than ever before, 
DEFALCATION OF LATE TREASURER BURDICK OF 

JEFFERSON COUNTY. 

Barly in March this year we examined the books and 
papers of the County Treasurer’s office of J efferson County 
and found from such examination that ex-Treasurer E. W. 
Burdick, deceased, was a defaulter as follows:

igh OFFICIAL BONDS. 

Many states have provided by law that all public bonds 
Should be issued by surety companies. The law has without © 
exception been found to be Satisfactory. The premiums in 
all cases are paid from the public treasury. The law should 
provide fees which would be much lower than now charged 
and all good companies should be allowed to compete, and 
official) bonds with individuals as sureties should be made 
unlawful, except in cases where surety company bonds can 
not be obtained. r 
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COUNTY COMMISSIONERS. 

The office of County Commissioner should be salaried, the 
salary to be graded according to the class of the county and 
to be in lieu of all services except mileage. These salaries 
should be graded from, say $3800 in the small counties to 
$1,500 in Silver Bow County, the chairman to receive from 
$25 to $200 in addition according to the grade of the county. 
The bonds of all county commissioners should provide that 
they perform the duties required of them by law and are re- 
sponsible for all money paid out from the county treasury on 
their order. They should be subject to removal from office 
by the Governor when sufficient evidence has been produced 
to show that they are not reasonably careful in taking care 
of county business or have illegally appropriated to them- 
selves or others county money or county. property. During 
the time the bills against the county are under consideration 
the county attorney should be required to be present and pass 
upon them as to their form and the legality of the service, Or 
the bills should be presented to the county attorney for his 
approval as to form and legality of service before being acted 
upon by the County Commissioners. 

STATUTE OF LIMITATIONS. 

vhe statute of limitations should not run against the state 
or county in the matter of delinquent taxes or licenses and 
penalties on bonds, or at least it should be greatly extended. 

The efficiency of county officials has markedly increased 
and the system and methods inaugurated by this office have, 
+n the main, been put into effect. 

Many of these recommendations are made now because 
next year we will not be ready to report until after the legis- 
lature has met. Many of the reports of the county officers 
do not reach this office until February and they cannot be 
compiled and printed until toward the end of the session of 
the legislature. 

All reports should be published before the legislature meets - 
and for this reason county fiscal year should be changed to an 
earlier date, Say August 31st, leaving the state fiscal year as 
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itisnow. This-would give time for all county officers to re- 
port to state officers and for the state officers to have their re- 
ports published in time for the use of the Executive and the 
legislature.
